Gentlemen 

I  now  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  6th  Annual 
Report,  on  the  work  of  my  department  during  the  year  ended  31st  December 
1917.  For  the  sake  of  conciseness ,  I  have  divided  my  recapitulations 
of  the  work  under  various  headings,  each  being  a  brief  summery  of  the 
matters  which  have  engaged  my  attention. 

Complaints 

Cnly  $8~ complaints  were  reoeived  of  alleged  nuisance,  All  were  investig 
ated,  and  those  proving  to  be  anything  that  could  be  legally  dealt 
with  under  the  different  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  or  the 
Housing  of  the  orbing  Glasses  Acts,  had  notices  served  on  the  person 
or  persons  whose  aot  or  default  causes  the  nuisance. 

Dr ai nag  e 

The  house  drainage  of  the  older  property  is  not  yet  in  a  satisfact¬ 
ory  condition,  but  subject  to  tar  condi  t  ions  ,we  are  gradually  getting 
t  ern  in  oner.  Tests  of  drainage  to  4  houses  in  the  South  V>ard  have 
been  made,  and  all  found  to  be  defective. 

These  have  been  reconstructed  on  modern  lines,  fresh  connections 
made  to  the  sewer,  inspection  chan  bers  and  interceptors  placed  clown, 
fresh  air  inlet3  and  ventilations  shafts  fixed. 

Closet  accommodation 

9 6 ^  o f  the'  hous e s  in  the  Urban  District  are  now  supplied  with 
water  closets,  the  remaining  2^  have  earth  or  pail  closets  in  equal 
proportions . 

The  pail  andharth  closets  are  &11  situated  in  the  North  ard, 
where  there  is  no  T  aier  carriage  system  at  present,  and  no 

water  mains,  all  the  water  being  drawn  from  wells. 

The  earth  closets  in  the  Forth  ard  are  gradually  being  replaced 
with  Pails,  and  the  Long  hopper  pane  fitted  to  the  older  property  in 
the  South  Lard  are  . also  gradually  being  replaced  with  good  type  3elf 
cleansing  pans  or  pedestal  ©lose  18* 

Cesspools 

There  are  only  39  Cesspools  la  the  Urban  District,  38  in  the  North 
YJard  and  1  in  the  South  ard* 

These  are  ays temat ieally  emptied  and  the  excreta  is  distributed 
over  a  field  of  12  acres  extent,  situated  a  ■  good  distance  from  any- 
dwelling  house. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council^  own  staff  and  disinfect¬ 
ants  are  freely  used  during  the  operations. 

.at^r  supply  and  storafLa 

G3b  of  the  houses  in  the  Urban  District  are  supplied  with  water 
from  the  South  Lssex  ater  Co's  Mains.  3b  are  supplied  by  the  Midland 
Railway  Co.,  from  their  own  springs  at  Low  Street  and  4g  are  supplied 
from  private  wells. 

A  la- ge  number  of  the  older  houses  in  the  South  '.ard  have  uncover¬ 
ed  storage  tanks,  fixed  up  close  to  the  ceiling  in  the  Sculleries,  or 
up  in  the  roofs,  where  it  Is  practically  impossible  to  get  at  them  for 
cleansing  purposes,  and  the  water  often  gets  polluted  by  mice  and  birds 
falling  in. 

These  storage  tanks  are  gradually  removed,  and  the  domestic  supply- 
drawn  direct  from  the  mains. 

Slaughterhouses 

At  present  there  are  only  two  Slaughterhouses  within  the  Urban 

area. 

These  are  frequently  visited  and  inspected  (especially  when 
slaughtering  is  going  on)  In  many  cases  the  animals  are  killed  and 
dressed  outside  the  district.

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  is  only  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  District. 

This  is  periodically  visited  andgenerally  found  to  be  kept  in  a 
clean  and  satisfactory  r anner .  ’  One  or  two  minor  matters  have  reauired 

attention  but  have  always  been  remedied  on  the  Owners  being  notified. 


orksbnps 

The  orkshops  have  been  frequently  visited  and  insnected  and  as 
a  general  rule  found  clean  and  satisfactory, 

Some  cleansing  was  required  to  be  done  at  one,  and  the  Sanitary 
Convenience  repaired  at  another.  These  were  Cone  after  notices  had 
been  served,  on  theOwners . 

Ho  notifications  were  received  from  H,F.  Inspector  of  Factories. 


Dairies,  C "wsheds  &  ilkshops 

There  are  3  Cowsheds"  in  the  Urban  Area,  containing  65  Milch 

Cows,  ,  1  ,  . 

These  are  frequently  visited,  and  generally  found  to  be  kept  in 

a  satisfactory  condition  and  the  cows  healthy.- 

mhe  dairy,  milkpails  and  other  utensils  ere  as  a  rule  well  kept 
and  clean,  and  there  is  a  good  water  supply. 

There  are  9  Milkshops  in  the  District-  These  are  regularly 
inspected,  and  the  premises,  Pails Churns etc,  are  generally  found, 
well  kept  and  clean.  In  some  instances  cleansing  work  wns  required. 
This  has  been  carried  out  after  notice  had  been  served  on  the  Owners . 

Samples  of  milk  are  occasionally  tested  in  the  Office  for  dirt, 
amount  of  cream  it  contains,  specific  gravity,  etc  have  so  far  been 
found  hardly  up  to  the  standard.

I Refuse 

The  removal  of  the  House  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
ovrn  staff. 

A  odern  Destructor  is  urgently  needed  in  the  District,  as  it  is 
rery  difficult  to  find  a  satisfactory  shoot  for  the  refuse,  and  oh on 
it  is  necessary  to  destroy  Infected  or  Vermious  bedding,  diseased  or 
unwholesome  food  etc.,  it  now  has  to  be  sent  to  a  neighbouring  Town, 
to  be  destroyed  and  the  cost  is  high  in  proportion. 

The  refuse  is  at  present  taken  to  a  Tip  on  the  proposed  Destructor 
site  at  the  .  astern  end  of  the  District  where  it  will  be  ready  to  be 
destroyed  as  soon  as  the  Destructor  is  completed. 

The  Refuse  is  taken  to  the  Tip  in  covered  cents  end  about  2,800 
lords  hove  been  removed  this  year. 

Svery  dv;elling  house  has  its  refuse  removed  once  a  week,  the 
Dating  Houses  &  Restaurants  twice  a  week ,  and  the  Port  of  London  Authorit 
Tenemnt  Dwelling  four  times  a  ’meek. 

Each  Police  Box  is  cleared  once  a  week  and  the  Dating  Houses  and 
Restaurants  twice  a  week. 


Schools 

There  are  3  Schools  in  the  District,  2  in  the  South  and  and  1 
in  the  North  . ard.  These  ane  frequently  visited,  andgenerally  found 
to  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 


Housing 

'he  Council's  first  Housi  ng  Scheme,  comprising  150  houses, 

Is  now  complete  and  let.  16  Class  A  houses  containing  living  room, 
parlour,  scullery,  bath  and  three  bedrooms. 

88  of  the  Class  B ’ type .  comprisinr  living  room,  scullery,  bath 
and  3  bedrooms  are  complete  and  occupied.  Class  C.  type  containing 
living  room,  scullery,  bath,  and  2  bedrooms  are  completed  and  let. 

"This  has  in  a  measure  assisted  in  reducing  soma  of  the  over¬ 
crowding  in  the  District,  but  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  150  new 
houses  let,  there  is  still  great  difficulty  In  getting  suitable  houses 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  neighbourhood. 

An  extension  of  the  Housing  Scheme  is  now  being  p  repared, compri¬ 
sing  50C  Houses  as  follows

T ouses  will  become  necessary. 
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Housing.  Town  Planning  Act  (Housing  Rog)  1910 

House  to  House  inspection  has  oeen  made  in  the  following  parts 
of  the  District.  Toronto  Hoad,  Sydney  Hoad,  Quebec  Road,  and  Montreal 
R^ad.  Some  40  houses  have  been  inspected  under  this  act,  and  after 
reporting  to  your  Council  17  notices  have  been  sent  to  the  different 
Cvmors  to  have  their  property  put  into  reasonable  habitable  condition,. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  the  older  houses  in  a  bad  state  of 
rooalr,  having  defective  damp  proof  courses,  defective  roofs  and 
scout ing3,  yard  and  forecourts  paving  and  draining  ’/alls  and  floors, 
broken  etc,  and  little  progress  has  been  made  during  the  oast  year 
o'/ing  to  the  lack  of  skilled  workmen  caused  by  the  requirements  of 
the  military  and  unitions  Authorities. 

4  more  damp  proof  courses  have  been  inserted,  several  yards  and 
forecourts  >aved  a  nd  drained,  thereby  taking  the  rainwater  away  from 
the  houses  instead  of  it  soaking  dov'n  under  the  footings. 

The  ;rr  conditions  have  caused  a  groat  many  more  visits  to  bo 
raid  than  would  usually  be  the  case  to  ensure  the  work  bein'-”  carried  out.
